Trade Practices 


Are Denounced 


Unfair Methods Of Handlers, 
Processors, Distributors 
Scored By Ventura Speaker 


SACRAMENTO, ‘(l?—Marketing re- 
practices through state and federal leg- 
islation today was urged by Thomas A. 
Robertson, of Ventura county, one of 
several speakers at the 20th annual 
convention of the Calitornia Farm Bu- 
reau Federation. 

The four-day conference closes to- 
morrow. 

Robertson condemned unfair trade 
practices employed by handlers, pro- 
cessors, canners and distributors of 
|tarm commodities. He urged agricul- 
ture to assume an active part in mar- 
keting because “the time has come 
when farmers have to roll up their 
sleeves and call a spade a spade.” 

Robertson, a member of the Cali- 
fornia Agricultural Prorate commis- 
sion, suggested 16 remedial steps, in- 
cluding legal definitions of fair trade 
practices, elimination of open-price 
contracts, guaranteeing full payment 
to growers, sliding scale for commis- 
sions commensurate with returns to 
growers, greater use of federal funds 
to develop new markets, more stress on 


justment 
ments. 

Dr. Harry R. Wellman, associate pro- 
fessor of agricultural economics in the 
University of California, declared in 
his speech on “controlled marketing” 
that the two chief methods were regu- 
lation of shipments and limitation of 
shipments. 

The annual farm bureau banquet 
will be held tonight with about 2,500 
persons from the state’s 23,129 farm 
bureau families in attendance. 

Other speakers today were Congress- 
man Clarence Lea, on “transportation,” 
J. B. Schneider, of University of Cali- 
fornia, “cooperative marketing,” and 
Eduardo Grenas, of the Pan American 
trade committee, “foreign trade fac- 
tors affecting agriculture.”
